Degrees Awarded and Prizes of the
Year Given — Cabell Scholarship
Goes to Mr. John S. Flory, of
Bridgewater, Virginia,

CHARLOTTESVILLE, VA, June 17—
To-day marked the closing exercizes of
the seveniv-ninth session of the Univer-
‘wity of Virginia, !

At 11 o'clock, In the public hall, a rep-
resentntive audience gathered to witnpeas
the exerclzes In connection with the pre-
pentation of the poriralt of the distin-
gtilshed Virginlan, Commodors Matthew
Fontalne Maury.

Tho portralt, which Is the gift of Mr.
Jolin 1. Willlams, one of the mnst gen-
erous of the alumni of the Institution,
was palnted by Mr. N, IL Busey, of Cnr-
negie Hall, Now York, and {s'a reprodue-
tion of the one which now hangs In the
MWeetmoreiand Club, Richmond. It s
pnid to be an pccurate lkencss of the
{llustrious Virginian.

.The presentation address, made by Pro-
Yegsor Willlam M. Thornton, of the chalr
of Applied Mathematics, wrs conceded to
ba ao masterpiece. The spaaker not only
gave a most admirabla slketch of the
Commodoere's life, but bBrought before hia
audience egomo  traits of Mr. Maury's
genlus, some features af his sincere and
simpla nature, soma shadow plcture of
his wvirtues, his roverence and hls faith,

“"One year ago,” sald Professor Thorn-
%on, in his {ntroductory remarks, ''we as-
gembled in this hall to do horor to the
the memory of a great Virginlan, When
#tkis natlon embarked upon her voyage

(cross the sens of destiny, facing up-
nown ' dangers, salling without lnowl-
edgn of wind or current, the Divine
Power sent John Marshall to perfect

the ehart, which, through storm and tem-
pest, past whirlpool and reef, has guldad
her on to happiness and power and
Elory.

‘Wa meet again to show our reverance
¥or another llustrious flgure. Matthow
Fontalne Maury was also a Virginian.
MVith rare genius, with incredible induoa-
try, with unselfish devotion to sclence,
Jie determined the laws of wind and cur-
rent across the actual ocean. IHis charts
have been the grent eontributiom of this
goveornment to the safety and speed of
the mariner. In the words of Alexander
won Humboldt, they ‘have exercised the
most heneficial influenece on the com-
meree of pnations, by shortening In o sor-
prising manner the passages by sea and
augment!ng the security of navigation in

Judga MeLaughlin was n Beoteh-Trlsh-
mitn by deseent and by conviction a8 ho
wns o Vieginlan and a Presbyterian by
inherltanee, His ancestry had maintaln-
od the falth of tha Covehant ngainst the
authorlty of the IKing on the hillaldes ond
nmong the moss-hags of Gallowny; and
for the sake of truth nnd freedom  had
passed acyoms the North Trlsh sea ‘!nm
Ulster with the great Inenrslon of Pres-
byterinn Scots whilch populited the North
pr lrelnnd and later sent Its overflow into
Mecklenburg cotinty, North Carolina, and
into the Shenandoah Villey of Virginin
and Inta the Cumberland Valley of Penn-
avivaniia, to write and promulgate  the
earliost Deelarntion of Independence nnd
(o tight the battles of the Revolution. Thia
herlfage of blond and falth was wrought

PURITY OF THOUGHT.

Of p reerved and apparently enld exs
forior, there was no ona whao possessed
eart of Inrger kindness,  Hiz firmness
in the discharge of his offleln] dutles and
hils unhesitating and uncompromising os-
gertion of hls opinlons often smacked of
dogmatism; ut ahind was avor f
broad and eathelle eharity, and a bellet
in the best that exists In human na-
ture, "I have been on the bench sinca
1570,"" he said to me onde, “and in all that
{lme I have never hnd a lawyer of my
circult {0 attempt to deccive me In the
sminlleat partieular.”

Hre was n man of great purity of
thought and conversation. A question-
able story would drive him from ‘any
compnany. Hea was not lacking In n senso
of humor; and eould Iaugh heartly at a
willy jest or an amusing story., But tha
subject must be one that was legitimate
according fo hia standarda, “There arae
two things that should never be joked
aboul,' he sald on one occaslon, 'the cour-
ape of o man and the honor of a woman.'

e wis a man of austera manners, of
high fdenls, of rigid flrmness, and of un-
bending Integrity. To Iim as to few oth-
er men that I have ever known may ha
righttully applled the lInnguage of the Ro-
miin poet:

“Jusium- et tenacem proposlt! virum
Mo civium ardor prava jubentium.
